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The following message was sent earlier this week to Mike Gruber, W1MG the lead radio frequency 
interference (RFI) researcher at American Radio Relay League headquarters in Newington, 
Connecticut. Note that the Home Depot store chain has been previously cited by the ARRL as selling 
LED lights which violate FCC RFI standards. 


Earlier this month, I began to experience awful RFI which was a pulsing noise on 144 MHz SSB. It 
sounded like a switching power supply but I was not sure. All sources in my garage radio shack and 
my residence were ruled out. I used my Cushcraft 11 element 144 MHz yagi antenna on my garage 
roof and pinpointed the direction the RFI was coming from. Then, I took my portable Radio Shack 
PRO-97 scanner and I walked down the hill towards a home over 150 feet away from my shack. The 
noise from this house was extremely loud (received RFI all the way to their property line) and was 
worst in the 120 to 130 MHz AM aircraft radio band. I went back to the shack and tuned it on my 
Icom R7000 30 MHz to 2 GHz all-mode receiver which is connected to a Hustler VHF discone on 
the garage roof. The RFI seemed to peak at 125 MHz AM. I don't have a spectrum analyzer or field 
strength meter (the hams I know who have them live over 100 miles away). 


I told the cooperative neighbor to take a portable FM radio and put it on 108 MHz and walk around 
the house to find the source. I am not sure if he did that but on the evening of July 13, 2016 he and I 
texted back and forth on our cell phones and he IMMEDIATELY found the noise source...his newly- 
acquired USB wall outlet from Home Depot ! He texted me a photo of it but he did not know the 
make or model. I looked on the Home Depot website and found a link to one similar in appearance 
below:

It's been a privilege to 
serve the ham radio community for nearly 60 years.

The above was posted on the Amateur Electronic Supply (AES) Facebook page on July 
12, 2016. Earlier on-line reports this month which claimed the company was shutting 
down all operations by the end of July were verified by the above message. 


The editor bought his first new 2 meter synthesized FM transceiver, a Midland 13-510A, 
on “close out” from AES nearly 36 years ago. The radio is still in regular use in the 
N4DLA shack. The AES employee I spoke with on the phone was happy to sell me the 
rig even though I was a teenage college student with no credit card and instead had to 
mail AES a check. I have continued to patronize them ever since. Before the advent of 
the World Wide Web, the company’s big catalog full of advertisements for the latest of- 
ferings from ham radio manufacturers big and small was also welcomed by many ama- 
teur radio operators when it arrived in their mailboxes. 


On July 13, 2016, Ham Radio Outlet posted the following on their company webpage: 


“Effective at the closing of AES on July 28, 2016, all former AES locations' direct 
telephone numbers and toll free telephone numbers will be redirected to the closest 
HRO location so as to not disrupt providing service to the AES customer base. 
Additionally effective on July 28, 2016, the www.aesham.com website will be 
directed to www.hamradio.com also so as not to disrupt service for the AES online 
customer base. After the closing of the Milwaukee AES location on July 28, 2016, 
Ham Radio Outlet will begin an extensive remodeling project to create the largest 
Amateur Radio retail showroom in North America. We will open our newest and 
largest Ham Radio Outlet in Milwaukee at the end of August 2016.”
